| Drivers Warned 
Of ‘Blowouts’ in | 
Summer Weather 


High speed, hot weather driv- 

ing increases the chances of a 
tire blowing out and causing a 
serious accident, warns the Cali- 
| fornia Highway Patrol. 
The fact that blowouts do not | 
|oecur as often as they did in the | 
| past makes them even more haz- 
ardous because the average driv- 
ler does not know how to cope | 
| with them, in the opinion of CHP | 
Commissioner Bradford M. Crit- 
tenden. 

“Most motorists do exactly the 
| wrong thing when a tire blows 
out,” he declared. “They apply 
|the brakes_ heavily, usually 
| throwing the car out of control 
and causing a rollover or a colli- 
sion with another vehicle or some 
fixed object along the roadway. 

“The proper technique when a 
blowout occurs is to take your 
foot off the accelerator and al- 
low the car to slow down by it- 
| self, meanwhile holding the steer- 
ing wheel firmly to prevent the 
car from swerving. When the 
car has slowed to.a speed where 
control is sure, the brakes may 
be applied gently to bring the 
vehicle to a complete stop.”
